U.S. Marshals and officers conduct 
sex offender comnliance checks

Law enforcement agencies 
from five counties and two U.S. 
Marshals gathered on April 28 at 
the Bracken County Justice Cen¬ 
ter in Brooksville to review the 
results of a recent sex offender 
registry compliance check. Oper¬ 
ation Buffalo Trace started on 
April 15 and officers checked to 
make sure that sex offenders in 
their county and cities were living 
where their registry said they 
were. 

Thanks to the Adam Walsh 
Act and Kentucky's "Megan 
Law" they allow officials to post 
offender addresses for public 
viewing. 

"It's the sex offender's respon¬ 
sibility to be registered,"said U.S. 
Marshal Loren Carl. "If they don't 
it's our responsibility to lock them 
up. We like to leave them with 
this paraphrase that actor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger says, ‘We'll be 
back.’” 

Registered offenders in Ken¬ 
tucky fall into three categories, 
lifetime registrants who must ver¬ 
ify their address every 90 days; 
10-year and 20-year registrants 
have to verify their address annu¬ 
ally. 

Offenders moving into Ken¬ 
tucky are put onto the lifetime 
registry, because they come under 
federal laws when they move 
from state to state, police said. 

The Buffalo Trace counties 
doing the checks were: Bracken, 


Harrison, Mason, Pendleton and 
Robertson counties. 

"April was Child Abuse Pre¬ 
vention Month. What better 
month to do a sex offender com¬ 
pliance check," stated Carl. 

"How can a child go to school 
and try to study knowing that 
when they get home they will be 
abused? 

"It's better to teach our chil¬ 
dren that it's okay to tell someone 
about the abuse than to try and 
mend our men and women." 

Many times children that are 
abused grow up to be abusers. 
Many victimized at a very young 
age, police said. 

Carl stated that there are 68 
counties in the Eastern District of 
Kentucky and all have partici¬ 
pated in this operation. It took a 
united effort to check each 
offender's address, Carl said. 

"Officers made 84 residence 
checks in the Buffalo Trace coun¬ 
ties with a total of four arrests; 
three were for being non-compli- 
ant and a fourth was arrested on 
an outstanding warrant,” Carl 
said. 

Two other offenders were 
charged with violating the sex 
offender networking statute 
which prohibits offenders from 
having Facebook accounts, Carl 
said. 

One sex offender may have 
moved to another state and never 
notified authorities. This sex 
offender is currently under inves¬ 
tigation for a violation of the 


Adam Walsh Child Protection 
and Safety Act of 2006. 

Three sex offenders were 
located in jail; two were located 
in the Mason County Detention 
Center; and one was located in 
the Montgomery County Deten¬ 
tion Center, two were determined 
to be in drug rehab. 

One sex offender was reported 
to be deceased; one sex offender 
was located in an out of state 
nursing home; and one sex 
offender is a fugitive and war¬ 
rants have been issued for his 
arrest. 

U.S. Marshal Sex Offender 
Investigations Co-ordinator Cal¬ 
vin Whitis said they have com¬ 
pleted over 2500 checks for sex 
offenders and approximately 170 
of those in the Eastern District 
have been locked up for not being 
in compliance. 

Sex offenders have to register 
in the county they are living in. If 
they move in from out of state 
they have five days to register. In 
Kentucky, a registered sex offend¬ 
er is not permitted to reside with¬ 
in 1,000 feet of a school or state 
certified day care center. Sentenc¬ 
ing judges can also put additional 
requirements on offenders. 

Pendleton County Sheriff 
Craig Peoples said that they did 
not find all of those registered 
here at home at the time they vis¬ 
ited. But all the information that 
we have is that they are compli¬ 
ant.

The proposed Bluegrass Pipeline, 
which would have crossed a dozen 
Kentucky counties over a 180-mile 
route, appears to be dead. 

Williams Co. and Boardwalk Pipe¬ 
line Partners, the two energy compa¬ 
nies behind the controversial project, 
announced Monday, April 28 that they 
could not put together a large enough 
customer base for natural gas liquids to 
make the project viable.

"Recently, we reached a point in the 
development of the project where we 
needed to make some important deci¬ 
sions about timing and additional 
investment. While data show there will 
soon be a need for a large-scale solu¬ 
tion like Bluegrass Pipeline to meet 
market needs, potential customers to- 
date have so far chosen to focus on 
local solutions. As a result, we contin¬ 
ue to pursue support for the project, but

Resilient and inspiring 
are perfect words to 
describe Isabella Hope 
O'Hara, the three-year-old 
daughter of Mason and 
Jenna (Kelsch) O'Hara. 
Bella, as she's known by 
most, was born on March 
30, 2011 with the most 
severe form of spina bifida 
known as myelomeningo¬ 
cele. 

Myelomeningocele 
happens when parts of the 
spinal cord and nerves 
come through the open part 
of the spine. Seventy to 
ninety percent of children 
with this condition have 
too much fluid on the 
brain, known as hydro¬ 
cephalus. This occurs when 
cerebral spinal fluid, the 
clear, water like fluid that 
surrounds and cushions the 
brain and spinal cord, is 
unable to drain from the 
brain. It then pools, caus¬ 
ing a backup of fluid in the 
skull. 

At birth, after a mere 
sixty seconds with her 
mother, she was whisked 
away to the Neonatal 
Intensive Care Unit 
(NICU) at Children's Hos¬ 
pital in Cincinnati. On her 
second day of life, Bella's 
first surgery, performed by 
a neurosurgeon, was done 
to repair a lesion on her 
back and a narrow tube 
known as a shunt was tem¬ 
porarily inserted to drain 
fluid from her brain into a 
bag on the side of the bed. 
At one week old, Bella's 
permanent shunt was 
placed on the right side of 
her head, which would 


now empty the fluid into 
her stomach. 

After two and half 
weeks in the NICU, Bella 
was able to come home. 
Thus began for her parents, 
an unimaginable lifestyle 
change. Her mother says 
there was so much to learn 
that at times it was over¬ 
whelming. "We had to 
learn to catheterize Bella 
due to her neurogenic blad¬ 
der, how to care for her 
wounds, what to watch for 


with her shunt and the list 
goes on." Bella couldn't 
be brought home in a regu¬ 
lar car seat either, but a 
"car bed," which took up 
the entire back seat and 
Bella had to lay on her 
belly while strapped in it. 
All of these things soon 
became a normal routine 
for the O'Hara household. 

Bella's life has consist¬ 
ed of doctor visits, a con¬

we are exercising capital 
discipline and not investing 
additional capital at this 
time. In short, Bluegrass 
Pipeline appears to be a 
project that’s ahead of its 
time." 

Their website statement 
continued: 

"The need to move 
NGLs from the liquids-rich 
natural gas production in 
the Utica and Marcellus 
shale plays to markets is 
very real and an important 
component of enabling the 
manufacturing renaissance 
in America. Because large- 
scale infrastructure projects 
like Bluegrass Pipeline take 
years to develop, we began 
the project early in order to 
have a timely solution for 
producers and their pro¬ 
duction. 

Projects of this size are 


not new for us. We have 
been building and operat¬ 
ing pipelines in America for 
more than a century. Dur¬ 
ing that time, we’ve devel¬ 
oped strong relationships 
with hundreds of commu¬ 
nities and tens of thousands 
of landowners across doz¬ 
ens of states. We will con¬ 
tinue to have discussions 
with potential customers to 
determine their needs, the 
needs of the market and 
our project." 

The project had award¬ 
ed a number of community 
grants in various communi¬ 
ties. To this, the company 
website said: 

"Our current cycle 
deadline for applications is 
April 30. Grants will be 
awarded by June 15. The 
fourth project development 
grant cycle is still planned 
but it is unclear when the 
application cycle will 


begin." 

And some landowners 
had sold rights of way to 
the pipeline project. On 
that subject, the pipeline 
website said: 

"In most cases, we made 
agreements with landown¬ 
ers called options - Blue¬ 
grass Pipeline has the 
option to purchase and 
ultimately build the pipe¬ 
line using the landowner’s 
granted easement within 
three years of the agree¬ 
ment. Landowners with 
whom we have agreements 
in place received an upfront, 
nonrefundable payment 
upon signing the agree¬ 
ment. If we exercise our 
easement option to build 
the pipeline before the 
option expires (typically 
within the three-year time- 
frame), we will pay them 
the remainder of the 
amount in the agreement. 


"If we do not exercise 
the easement option within 
the three-year timeframe, 
the option will expire and 
the landowner will not 
receive the remaining pay¬ 
ment. The land rights 
revert back to the current 
landowner." 

The proposed pipeline 
received substantial opposi¬ 
tion in several communities 
along the proposed route.

length with a diameter as 
big as a coffee can. It is 
unclear how the snake was 
killed or ended up in Pend¬ 
leton County in the first 
place as they are generally 
found in Mexico, South 
America and Central 
America. The boa constric¬ 
tor was most likely a pet 
that died and was disposed 
of, had been set free, or 
escaped from captivity. 
These snakes can grow to 
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reach lengths in excess of 
10 ft. long and 30 lbs. in 
weight. They are nocturnal 
creatures and prey on a 
wide variety of small to 
medium sized mammals 
and birds. There have been 
reports of another one hav¬ 
ing been ran over by a car 
near the Jagg Road area but 
no remains were found.

Should husbands help out in the kitchen? 


When I was growing up, 
I never saw my father cook a 
meal nor wash a dish. There¬ 
fore, I was a bit surprised 
when dad volunteered to 
help wash the pots and pans 
when Janice and I were tak¬ 
ing care of him on Sundays 
when we lived in Elkatawa. 
He suffered from a severe 
case of Parkinson’s and had 
trouble walking, standing 
erect, eating, going to the 
bathroom, etc. Janice and I 
would take care of him occa¬ 
sionally to allow my mother 
to have some free time. 

After I fed him, Janice 
would prop him up at the 
sink on a high stool, and he 
would scrub each pot time 
and time again with steel 
wool, at times spending 10 
minutes or more on a single 
pot. In the meantime she 
would wash the dishes, tidy 
up from the meal, and sweep 
the floor, keeping her eye on 
dad all the while. Then, after 
scrubbing and scrubbing and 
scrubbing, dad would 
straighten up, look disdain¬ 
fully at the steel wool in his 
hand and throw it as far as he 
could across the kitchen as if 
to say, “I shouldn’t be doing 
this kind of work!” 

Although Janice and I 
smiled at his behavior, I 
think I knew what was 
churning in his mind which 
came and went with glimpses 
of reality. He wanted to be 


useful and “pull his weight” 
although he barely could do 
anything, but then his mind 
would clear briefly, and the 
teaching of his culture said, 
“Washing dishes (pots and 
pans) was a woman’s work!” 
Hence, the flinging of the 
steel wool. 

My how our society has 
changed! Women frequently 
have jobs outside the home, 
and the responsibility for 
maintaining the household is 
frequently a shared responsi¬ 
bility, particularly if there are 
small children involved. A 
couple whom we know in 
Wesleyan Village in Florida 
has a rule: Whoever cooks 
(This man cooks at least half 
the time); the other washes 
the dishes and cleans up the 
kitchen. And, he brags about 
his cooking prowess! 

I must confess that I have 
done very little cooking in 
our 52 years of married life. 
However, I have washed 
more dishes in the last three 
years than all of the previous 
50 years. Why? Guilt, I sup¬ 
pose, is the motivator, and 
observing the couple men¬ 
tioned above. Neither of us 
have bread-winning jobs as 
previous. And, Janice tires 
more easily now. Therefore, I 
frequently will volunteer to 
do the dishes after our eve¬ 
ning meal. It just seems fair 
and the right thing to do. 

Cooking? That’s a differ¬ 


ent story, but I am learning. 
Janice has an injured right 
arm that makes stirring in a 
mixing bowl an impossible 
task for her. And, I have been 
eating three to four bran 
muffins daily for the last year 
or so due to my diverticulitis. 
She asked me to stir the 
ingredients for these muffins 
once before: eggs, flour, 
splenda, bran buds, salt, but¬ 
termilk, raisins. In a certain 
order, as she supervised the 
process. It wasn’t so bad, but 
I am much more messy than 
she in the kitchen, but she 
had no choice. She taught 
me how to preheat the oven 
to 400 degrees and to spray 
the muffin pan with a spray- 
on oil to keep the muffins 
from sticking. I burned 
myself twice before I learned 
to use a pot holder to put the 
tray in and pull it out of the 
heated oven. 

This past week I soloed. 
She went to the family room 
and worked her number puz¬ 
zle, while I did everything 
from scratch. To be sure, I 
called her to clarify a proce¬ 
dure a couple of times, but I 
was on my own. They turned 
out well. Janice said they 
were the best muffins she 
had ever eaten. 

I had a warm sense of 
accomplishment as I ate one 
and then two. I felt better 
about sharing the workload 
of “keeping house!”

Spring forest fire 
hazard season ends 


The spring forest fire 
hazard season in Kentucky 
officially ended on April 
30. Despite the recent 
heavy rainfalls, 1,171 wild¬ 
fires have burned more 
than 33,613 acres in the 
state since the first of the 
year. Most of these fires 
were due to arson; in fact, 
more than 60 percent of 
wildfires in Kentucky in the 
last five years have been 
intentionally set. Citizens 
who have information or 
witnessed suspected arson 
activity are asked to call the 
nearest Kentucky Division 
of Forestry office, Kentucky 
State Police post or the Tar¬ 
get Arson Hotline at 1-800- 
27-ARSON. 

Outdoor burning can 
lead to wildfires. Before 
conducting any outdoor 
burning, citizens are advised 
to be familiar with the 
applicable regulations. Citi¬ 
zens should contact the 
Division for Air Quality, 
the Division of Waste Man¬ 
agement, as well as the 
Division of Forestry and 
local fire departments to 
ensure that they are com¬ 
plying with all outdoor 
burning laws. Wildfires are 
less likely during the sum¬ 
mer months but can still 

KSP takes 
back meds 

The Kentucky State Police, 
in partnership with the U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Agency, 
collected 1,200 pounds of 
prescription medications in 
the Eighth National Prescrip¬ 
tion Drug Take Back Day 
event held Saturday, April 
26. 

Many citizens took 
advantage of this excellent 
outreach and prevention pro¬ 
gram by emptying their med¬ 
icine cabinets and turning 
them in to KSP posts across 
the state. 

Studies show that a 
majority of abused prescrip¬ 
tion drugs are obtained from 
family and friends, including 
from the home medicine 
cabinet. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. 
Michael Webb says homes in 
Kentucky are safer after this 
Saturdays Take Back event. 

“If prescription drugs are 
left in the house, there is an 
opportunity for abuse of 
these medications,” says 
Webb. “This program gives 
citizens a safe method to dis¬ 
pose of unused or unwanted 
drugs without worrying they 
will fall into the wrong 
hands.” 

In Kentucky, more than 
1,000 people die each year 
from the abuse of powerful 
painkillers like Oxycodone 
and Hydrocodone.

Ky. to allow 
extension of 
health policies 

Kentucky’s health insur¬ 
ance companies will have the 
option to extend policies not 
compliant under the Afford¬ 
able Care Act (ACA) through 
the Oct. 1, 2016, renewal, 
the Department of Insurance 
(DOI) has announced. This 
means some consumers can 
continue these policies until 
Oct. 1, 2017. 

This is the second “transi¬ 
tional relief” option offered 
to states by the federal gov¬ 
ernment. The earlier one 
came in November 2013 and 
offered a one-year extension 
of existing policies; the most 
recent adds two more years. 
Transitional (non-ACA com¬ 
pliant) policies are not 
required to comply with vari¬ 
ous provisions of the Afford¬ 
able Care Act, including 
essential health benefits. 

“We know that health 
insurance needs are person¬ 
al,” said Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner Sharon P. Clark. “This 
choice would give individu¬ 
als and small employers the 
flexibility to make the deci¬ 
sion that best fits their needs 
at this time while planning 
for full implementation of 
the Affordable Care Act.” 

Clark said insurance 
companies will be given the 
option to extend the relief to 
those in the individual and 
small group markets. It does 
not affect “grandfathered” 
plans (those in existence 
prior to March 23, 2010) or 
newly-issued policies.

variety of therapies. Through 
it all, she keeps smiling and 
maintains a happy spirit. At 
six months, she had a third 
surgery to repair a hernia on 
her lower back. Shortly after 
her first birthday, a fourth 
surgery was performed to put 
ear tubes in her eardrums in 
order to keep fluid from 
building up. A fifth proce¬ 
dure was necessary to insert a 
gastrostomy tube (G-tube) 
through her abdomen to pro¬ 
vide daily nutrition rather 
than by being fed through 
her mouth. A sixth opera¬ 
tion, a vesicostemy, was per¬ 
formed just before her second 
birthday, to allow her bladder 
to drain directly into her dia¬ 
per as opposed to the need to 
catheterize. 

Before her third birthday, 
Bella had three more surger¬ 
ies. One was a redo on the 
first vesicostemy. The second 
and third surgeries were per¬ 
formed in an attempt to con¬ 
trol Bella's vomiting. The 
second being an upper endos¬ 
copy where a balloon was 
inflated to stretch the sphinc¬ 
ter and botox was injected 
into the lining of Bella's 
stomach. 

The third surgery, per¬ 
formed in August of 2013 at 
a price of $70,000, was a 
Chiari Malformation 
Decompression. A Chiari 
Malformation is a condition 
where part of the brain shifts 
downward through the bot¬ 
tom of the skull area. This 
surgical procedure is done to 
remove parts of the bone at 
the back of the neck verte¬ 
brates to relieve compression 
of the brainstem and spinal 
cord and to restore normal 
flow of cerebrospinal fluid. 
During Bella's surgery, the 
back parts of her Cl-6 verte¬ 
brates were removed. For sev¬ 
eral months there was some 
relief from the vomiting, but 
it has since returned which is 
a deterrent to any weight 
gain. In search of another 
solution, Bella and her par¬ 
ents are meeting with differ¬ 
ent doctors and trying new 
medicines along with diet

To slow 
down her scoliosis she just 
got a new back brace. In a 
few years though, she will 
have to have rods placed in 
her spine. For her parents 
taking care of their young 
daughter means non-stop 
expenses and seeing so many 
physicians in so many differ¬ 
ent departments that it's 
almost impossible to keep up 
with it all. 

Along with Bella's par¬ 
ents, there's another member 
of the O'Hara family who's 
had to make major adjust¬ 
ments in his young life. That 
being Bella's big brother, 
Kamden. According to Mom, 
Kamden is the perfect older 
brother, offering a helping 
hand and loving on Bella. 
"He's always doing things to 
make her laugh and loves on 
her every chance he can," 
Jenna praised. 

Jenna says Bella gets excit¬ 
ed at seeing Kamden and has 
learned to express her joy 
verbally with her version of 
the word brother, "bubby." 

There have been many 
changes for the family in the 
past three years since Bella's 
birth. Bella has gone from 
taking seven to ten medica¬ 
tions. She still sleeps with 
oxygen because of her contin¬ 
ued sleep apnea. Now she is 
fed boluses of her puree mix¬ 
ture versus a feeding pump 
through her G-tube.

Pendleton County has 14 
registered sex offenders, 
Bracken County, 17, Harrison

with two. 

"The public can go to the 
Kentucky State Police website 
at http://kspsor.state.ky.us 
and view the registered sex 
offenders in the Post 6 area. 
They can also go to the 
National Sex Offender Public 
Website at www.nsopw.gov.," 
stated Kentucky State Police 
Lt. Operations Manager at 
Dry Ridge Post 6 Rick Saint- 
Blancard. You can put in the 
zip code you are interested in 
and it will bring up any sex 
offenders within and up to a 
five mile radius of your address 
or type in Pendleton County 
and it will bring up their pho¬ 
tos and address of where they 
are living. 

Statistics from the Eastern 
District of Kentucky showed 
ages of victims ranged from 
age four to 42 years. In the 
cases where the age of the vic¬ 
tim is known, 67% of the 
victims were age 13 or less. 
The youngest sex offender was 
23 years old and the oldest sex 
offender was 80 years old.

THE NATE JONES REPORT

Pendleton County’s home¬ 
town Major League Baseball 
star, Nathan Andrew “Nate” 
Jones, is in his third season as 
a relief pitcher with the Chi¬ 
cago White Sox. Below are 
brief details of his in-game 
activities for the week ending 
May 4, 2014. 

On Saturday, May 3, 
White Sox manager, Robin 
Ventura, announced that Nate 
Jones was moved to the 60-day 
disabled list (DL) and will 
undergo a microdiscectomy 
outpatient surgical procedure 
on Monday, May 5, at Rush 
University Medical Center. 
Jones had been on the 15-day 
DL since April 4 with injuries 
in his hip (buttock) area and 
lower back. 

Ventura added that right- 


handed reliever Jones, 28, who 
has faced five batters this year 
and allowed three walks and 
two hits, is still expected to 
pitch this season. The proce¬ 
dure removes lower back her¬ 
niated disc material that is 
pressing on a nerve root or the 
spinal cord. 

“They’re talking about 
him being ready maybe in a 
month to be able to start 
throwing again and doing 
things. It wouldn’t be the rest 
of the year,” said Ventura of 
Jones. “He went through peri¬ 
ods where he’d start feeling 
better, and we would wait it 
out and see what it is. Once it 
starts going the other way 
when he throws, all of a sud¬ 
den you’re checking it again. 
So until they go in there and 
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see it, they don’t know exactly 
what it is. They feel confident, 
though, they will get it.” 

Jones was bothered by left 
glute (buttock) pain that 
slowed him at the start of 
Spring Training, but that was 
eventually tied to his lower 
back. He had an epidural, but 
that didn’t seem to help, even¬ 
tually leading to the surgical 
procedure. 

“It never seemed to go 
away,” Ventura said. “You dig 
a little deeper in there, and it 
was concluded he needed to 
have surgery to be able to fix 
it. Fortunately it’s not a sea¬ 
son-ending thing.”

Webster receives Conservation 
Cooperator of the Year award 


Larry Webster was recently 
named Cooperator of the Year 
in Pendleton County for his 
efforts in restoring the family 
farm. After growing up on the 
farm, Larry left at age 19 and 
served 20 years in the Army. 
His assignments took him to 
Ft. Knox, Ft. Rally, Ft. Linder- 
wood and Ft. Sheraton as well 
as a 10-year stay in Germany. 

After retiring from the 
Army, Larry and his family 
returned to Kentucky. He cur¬ 
rently works full time for the 
U.S. Postal Service, but he and 
his family enjoy spending their 
free time back on the family 
farm. “While I was gone, the 
farm was disbursed to some 
family members, so in 2002 I 
started buying back some of the 
land to restore it,” says Larry. 
He now has a little over 70 
acres and his brother owns 
some land that joins part of the 
farm. 

As farms go, the Webster 
farm is a work in process. 
Recently, through the USDA 
Natural Resources Conserva¬ 
tion Service (NRCS) Environ¬ 
mental Quality Incentives Pro¬ 
gram (EQIP), Webster started 
improving the wooded area of 
the farm with bush honeysuck¬ 
le management. We are trying 
to reclaim the land so we can 
eventually run cattle. 

Restoring the farm is 
rewarding for the family, but 
can be an expensive venture. 
Webster said he makes a point 
to pay attention to the various 
programs being offered at the 
local, state and federal level. 
Adding a barn to the property 
for future livestock was one of 
their projects, so Webster was 
able to find an old barn on 


another property that he sal¬ 
vaged and put on the family 
farm. Unfortunately, in 2012 a 
tornado swept through Pendle¬ 
ton County and destroyed the 
barn. 

“One of the things I stress 
to other farmers is to pay atten¬ 
tion to the opportunities 
through USDA and the local 
extension office,” states Web¬ 
ster; It was an emergency 
USDA Farm Service Program 
that helped him restore his 
barn. Larry said that it helps a 
lot to have the financial assis¬ 
tance from the USDA pro¬ 
grams to help minimize your 
overall costs, allowing you to 
make even more improvements 
on the land. 

Currently the Webster farm 
is growing hay that helps feed 
the cattle on his brothers farm. 
With plans to have cattle of his 
own, the improvement of the 
soil quality will be a priority for 
Webster as he focuses on 
improving the quality of the 
hay and control of weeds. 

Long days with the postal 
service doesn’t allow much day¬ 
light time to get a lot done on 
the farm, but Webster still loves 
every second he gets to spend 
on the land. “I love getting out 
there and making small 
improvements that make a big 
impact on the land. Everything 
I do is designed to preserve this 
farm for future generations.” - 
Larry Webster. 

He says he tries to tell 
everyone that has land or is 
interested in farming about the 
programs USDA has to offer. 
He is eager to continue the 
improvements on his farm and 
would love to see others do the 
same to preserve farmland.
